CHICAGO (III ), January 28.—The 


Chicago Times-Herald publishes a 
long statement from Lorrin A. Thnre- 
ton, ex-Miuister of tbe Republic of 
Hawaii, giving the facts leading to 
his r. call last spring. Mr. Tburston 
.-ays at the outset of hi* paper thntbe 
bad a full reply to hi* Government of' 
tbe complaints against him, but with- 
held it until Jjls successor'was ap 
pointed. In the meantime Secretary 
Qresham died, and the story did not 
come out. Mr. Thurston says in part: 


'•The gist of the only charge made 


against me in tbe letter requestiug my 
recall is, in substance, that Kordiah'ed 
tbe American press for publication 
matter which contained comments 
and criticism anon the policy pursued 
by -Mr. Cleveland aud Mr. Gresbam 
toward Hawaii. At that time Hawaii 
was represented in Washington by a 
Mmi-terand five Commissioners, all 
duly accredited and accepted, who 
dad formally negotiated aud 
air annexation troa'y, action ou which 
was pending before the Senate, while 
the relation between the twolGovero-

venient to the kitchen and the

Some of the stores and dwellings 


in this section are of two stories, 
the upper floors being occupied by 
one family and the lower floor by 
another, tenement fashion and it 
is in these where the greatest 
difficulty is encountered. The pipes 
leading to the top floors are often 
of poor material and make and the 
drippings from these pipes keep 
the ground below in a moist state 
at all times. In the absence of 
pipes for carrying away waste 
water, 
the 
occupants 
of these 


houses throw the water from the 
upper verandas to the ground with- 
out considering the danger or res- 
pecting the comfort of the persons 
below. , 
. 


Among these people there is 


more or less trouble iu the matter 
of garbage. Their receptacles for 
holding kitchen refuse and sweep- 
ings is limited, and their observ- 
ance of the regulation hours for 
depositing containers in 
places 


where the drivers of the garbage 
wagons can have access to them is 
spasmodic. 
' 
Occasionally they manage to get 


their boxes and baskets on the 
sidewalks before the wagons get 
around but usually they are an 
hour or two late, and the stuff re- 
mains exposed to the sun and 
passes through a limited period of 
putrifaction before the driver gets 
around the next day.

Serious Accident. • 


While exercising horses yester- 


day morning, Jack Dunsford, a 
Canadian, met with injuries which 
will probably prove fatal. 


Dunsford was riding out along 


on Beretania street leading another 
horse. 
The latter shied at an 


approaching car while near the 
home of H. W. Schmidt and pulled 
back suddenly, Dunsford was pull- 
ed off his horse by a sudden jerk 
of the led horse. 
His head struck 


the ground with great force and he 
remained where he fell in a totally 
unconscious condition. 


He was assisted }n so far as it 


was possible by people who hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity when 
the accident occurred. Later he 
was taken to the hospital. Ex- 
amination proved that a blood 
vessel at the base of the skull had 
been ruptured. 
The top of the 


kull was trephaned and a small 
button of bone taken out. From 
this nearly a pint of blood flowed. 


At a late hour last night Duns- 


ford was in a dangerous condition. 
It will be a marvel if he succeeds 
in pulling through. 


The editorial department of the 


ADVERTISER had two callers yester- 
day who wanted to know who 
wrote the article defamatory to the 
mate of the ship W, F. Babcock. 
The calls were made after an even- 
ing paper had published an inter- 
view with the mate of the vessel. 


"There is but one fault to be 


found with the report in the Bul- 
letin," said one of the visitors, 
"and that is that the reporter 
seemed to want to whitewash the 
officers of the ship rather than to 
verify the reports in the Star and 
ADVERTISER. 


"So far as the ruptured man is 


concerned," continued the caller, 
"I saw him and talked with him 
and his condition is pitiable; he 
said he had tried to procure a truss 
suitable for his Ailment and could 
not get one in Honolulu, that the 
male said he would have to go 
with the ship anyway but he would 
prefer death to continuing on the 
voyage. 


"The mate may be a Salvation 


Army man but if he is the men on 
the ship can't see the joke. I have 
no doubt that when he sends the 
old G. A. R. veteran to the main- 
t'gallant just before the time comes 
for a change of watch, and keeps 
him there until half the watch is 
over, he issues the order with a 
cheerful 'God bless you.' Have 
you talked with the mate? well 
you should; go down some time 
when he is putting the men through 
a knee drill. There is a govern- 
ment official here who has secured 
the papers of this G. A. R. man, 
and is going to see what can be 
done for him." 


The other caller was a water 


front man who has been to sea for 
years and is now second officer on 
an inter-island steamer. His state- 
ment was to the effect that the 
rumor, of harsh treatment of the 
men on the W. F. Babcock, was 
common, and not without founda- 
tion. "Sailors are tough citizens, 
and have to he handled a little 
different from babies, bat when 
men complain of continued rough 
treatment arid •can get no redress, 
it is about time that something was 
done for them by people on shore." 


In the ADVERTISER'S report of the 


doings on the Babcock there was

appeared to be a very unpleasant 
affair.

CASHED BY THE WRONG MAN.

We cannot, aud Deed not, In the 


very nature of the c se, require as 
high au educational standard of ad- 
mission from them as is being re 
quired more and more now in Ameri- 
ca, but we believe that if Froebel's 
idea is good for any part It is good ror 
tbe whole race, aud therefore, may be 
adapted to tbis part of it, which is yet 
in the childhood period of develop 
ment. 


We desire then, as soon as prao 


ticable, to make tbe normal class cer 
tiflcate a paxsportof admission to our 
future training class. As educational 
work advances in Hawaii we bopo 
tbat higher standards may be develop 
ed along tbe hue of our especial 
branch of it, but we must have 
patience—remembriiug tbat Rome 
was not built ia a day. 


Our training class finished Its first 


year's work at CbriHtmas term, 1895. 


It Is at a standstill just DOW, but the 


vital importance of It calls for its 
early resumption, not only that it is a 
necessary factor to the success of the 
kindergartens, but because we feel as 
never before how much may be done 
for this Hawaiian race through its 
agency. With tbis end in special 
view we are now considering how 
best to accomplish it and the others as 


, well. 
Much earnest thought bus been be- 


stowed upon tbis matter, aud out of it 
ha« come the conviction that this 
work for tbe girls would, better be 
done in connection with educational 
work at the seminaries, where it is 
practicable. 
It is essential tbat they should be 


under protecting Influences during 
their training to ensure the best re 
suits for them and for their practice 
work in the kindergartens. 


It is essential also that the main 


effort of the trainer be concentrated 
upon them, and we believe tbat this 
can be .more fully accomplished in the 
seminary environment than outside 
of it. 
If tbis work is done in the seminary 


it will lend an important influence 
to the other work there. Tbat the 
trainer will be a very helpful member 
of tbe faculty goes without sayiner 


Being with the girls In their homes, 
she will feel a personal responsibility 
about them as tbey go to and from 
their work each day, for abe will' 
supervisor of tbe kindergartens, in 
which tbey will act • as assistants 
Thus she will be able to shield them 
in some measure by her presence or 
her influence from tbe insults from 
white-tklnned, but dark-bearted, men 
which they are too ofien subjected to 
as they walk through our streets. She 
cannot remove these temptations, bul 
through tbe opportunity of her daily 
life she can help them to resist anc 
overcome what tbey cannot avoid 
We might mention other reasons why 
tbe incorporation of tbis training 
work into the seminary curriculum 
will be of inestimable advantage in 
the working out of tbe Hawaiian 
problem tbat confronts us there, but 
we do not need. Enough has been 
said to invite thought, aud we are all 
of one mind as to the desired tmd. We 
hope it may be proved by actual ex- 
perience some day. 


The natural place for tbe inception 


of tbis work as a patt of the educa 
cational scheme for Hawaiian girls 
would seem to be at the Kamelmmeha 
Girls School, for it would be a moat 
fitting conclusion of the graded system 
that is being inaugurated there. The 
young women could -pass from the 
normal into the training olasa room 
in the natural order of things and for 
the indispensable practice work of tbe 
course Burely tbe thickly- populated 
district of Palama'could furnish mate 
rial enough for a kindergarten annex 
which might be established within 
the spacious grounds of the seminary. 


We do most earnestly hope aud pray 


tbat it will not be long ere tbe finan- 
ciers of tbat great institution wil 
realize the paramount importance ol 
this branch of work for Hawallans, 
and tbat uo monument of wood 01 
.wood or atone can be aa I ^sting or ol 
as great moment to any couutry at 
tbe preservation of tbe life-i>lood of 
the nation. What we "o for this rem 
nant of a moat interesting aud love- 
able people-must be done speedily, 
and tbe power to do It lies in tbe 
hands of tbat magnificently endowed 
enterprise at Kamebameba aa in uo 
other 
That place is too remote, perhaps, 


from our kindergarten work in Hono- 
lulu to be available as a supply for 
our needs on account of the expense 
of daily transmission by car of the ter 
or twelve assistants whom we coulc 
use in our various departments; anc 
there are other objections also, but w 
hope to see au independent work 
going on there at au early day 
which 
will 
be a great 
blessing 


to the present generation of you OK 
women and to tbe com lug generations 
in general by the necessary enlarge- 
ment of ihe kindergarten work lu 
that neighborhood.

meet the exigencies of the case 


As an adjum-t to ihe Free Kinder- 


garten work, Kuwa'armp -M miuary 
on account of its central location, is 
tbe most practicable place lor the 
establuhuaeut of our trail.ing i lass 
The pupils could more readily and 
without expen-e reach th>- different 
kindergartens in the city, where tbey 
would net an assistants, and the i r » i u 
er, who would alno he our superior, 
could more profitably attend to that 
branch of her work. It is posnible 
that the pupils whograduate from the 
normal class at Kamubameba will be 
unwilling to come afterwatda to Ka- 


waiabao to enter the traiping clow 
.here, but if eo we hope their objeo 
lions could be overcome. We cannot 
now tell bow this will be. If they 
are not available It might be that our 
itaudard of adittis-iou would have to 
se lowered somewhat (or a time ai 
least. We must do the bent we oau 
and hope to work up to higher plane* 
gradually. This factor in our problem 
we feel to be a serious one, aud It iu 
not yet clear how it may best be 
solved, but something must be done 
aud light will surely come. 


The work of the Free Kindergarten 


Association must of necessity be a 
limited one in our BUI nil community. 


We have five departments well 


established, the running expenses of 
which, for this veir, are estimated at 
about $3600. The regular Income for 
this year, at the preseut showing, Is 
$3439 
Three hundred dotlais of the 


expen-e this year is for pay «f assist 
auts and helpers. Tbis work will 
he doue by pupils in the training class 
when we have one again ana that 
aujouut cau then go towards ihe sal- 
ary of the trainer, the balance of 
which Is yet to be raised from some 
quarter just where it is to come froui 
is not yettappareut. 


Since beginning tbis article our 


thought h»M been turned for the first 
time towards this society of cousins, 
who are directly interested in the 
work for Hawaiian girls and who 
have for maiiy years been coutribut 
Ing towards their support in the 
boarding schools of the land. 
Can it 


enlarge these contributions? If the 
way ia not clear to do this, will it, be 
tween now and tbe close of the year 
in June, look over the ground and 
consider whether it is putting its fund 
for Hawaiian work where it will give 
tbe best returns 


A good business man considers most 


carefully tbe nature of au enterprise 
before be invests his money in it, es 
peclally does he do this it he is hand- 
ling trust funds. This year tbe soci- 
ety is paying out S800 for tbe support 
of pupils in the different .Hawaiian 
boarding schools 
This provides at 


least sixteen individuals with educa- 
tional advantages superior because of 
tbe home atmosphere to what they 
can get in our (jovernment common 
schools which we know however are 
generally excellent and increasing- 
ly so. 


The question we would bring before 


the society now is, "Will tbis fund be 
better Invested ID a branch of work 
which may reach fewer individuals, 
on the whole, In our generation, but 
cannot fail to multiply results In the 
next in a far larger ratio than any 
thing we are doing now 
It is so natural to measure our suc- 


cess by the numbers we reach 


There in a tendency in our human 


make up to be satisfied that we are 
doing a great work if our churches are 
full to overflowing, If our boarding 
schools are crowded, if we are cover- 
ing a great deal of ground in any line 
of effort. Quantity appeals more tc 
the general mind than quality. Will 
not our "society (ake up this matter 
and consider carefully whether, that 
$800 we now pay out for the direct 
benefit of sixteen individuals will not 
be better invested by endowing a 
training class department at Kawai- 
abao? 
We know tbat tbis suggestion is 


open to the ready objection that it is 
contrary to the policy of the society 
which seeks to divide its funds as 
much as possible amongst the various 
branches of work on tbe different 
islands and tbat such concentration ol 
funds on work In Honolulu will not 
meet the approval of the contributors 
to tbe society on tbe other islands 
who are in'ejvsted in work in their 
special localities. We cannot believe, 
however, tbat there is anything in 
this objection. Does Honolulu belong 
to the people who live in it? No, in- 
deed! Every inhabitant of this group 
owns a share in its capital city. 
Every cousin by birth or by afflilla- 
tion who IB re»Uy iutere-<ieiJ in this 
Hawaiian people, and contributes to 
the support of woik for them, desires 
first aud most that their money shall 
be invested where it will do the most 
for the people they love and wish to 
help; it mutters not to them whether 
the work is done in their especial 
district or -aotne other, tbey 
only 


care that it shall be done in the 
best place and in tbe best way, 
and we call upon all of them from 
Hawaii to Niiiiau, from California to 
Boston, (for many have goue back to 
the fatherland, yet have not forgot 
ten the dear land of their birth.) We 
call upon all of them to consider this 
question, for it is a vital "ue, one for 
which we shall be held responsible by 
our Lord when be shall call upon us 
bis stewards of the talents ' he has 
entrusted to us for investment, not 
for ourselves but for all of his child- 
ren whom we can reach in this and 
tbe generations to come—for human - 
ity! Whether our portion be tbe two 
talents or the ten, one responaibility 
to Him, whose they are, is the same 


Let us put nur beat thought, one 


most careful judgment into the inves- 
tigation of Hits question now, and 
be ready when we come to lay out the 
work for the new jear to do it in a 
way tbat will en-ure the most far 
reaching «nd permanent results for 
tbe race. 


Let US' consider ajjuio and Woll the 


inspired needs which we have quoted 
" The destiny of nations lies in tbe 


hands of women1' and remember also 
tbat "The hope of tbe world is in 
the children."
